This stream is oue of the many that form the 
head waters #f the Columbia River, aud to 
this point, 1,800 miles, from its mouth, the 
•alt water salmon come in hundreds In the 
spring aud fall to spawn.

T e n t h . 
Mr. Russell of Leicester bas lately baugbt, 
in Connecticat, a fine herd of twelve Ayr­ 
shire cows aod tbs bull Boanle Scotland, to 
be scut to one of his great racing stables in 
New Jersey, for the use of weaning thorough; 
bred foals. The great object with breeders of 
race horses is to intture them early, and to 
have them in racing form at two years of age. 
In order to do this, the colt most eat, in bis 
first year, all the milk of a good Ayrshire cow, 
and as much of bruised oats as be can .di­ 
gest. 
In bis second year, his exercise be­ 
gins, and then he has milk, aud from eight ie 
ten quarts of oats per diem. 
Borne stout 
colts, at twenty months, will "get away” with 
twelve quarts of oats each; day, and ma half- 
mile trials, carrying IOO pounds. 
The milk 
of the Ayrshire cow is preferred for colts, as 
it is not so fattening as the richer milk of the 
Jerseys, bat assists more in the formation cf 
the bone aod muscle that is the delight of the 
race horse breeder. 
Among the cows in this 
herd are Highland Mary, second daughter of 
the bull that took the first aod sweepstakes 
premium at the New England fair, beld in this 
city iu 1864; her daughter, Highland Lady; 
Ruth, a noble cow, bred by Mr. C. M. Pond of 
Hartford, Ct.; and a fine daughter of the cel­ 
ebrated cow Jessie Pond.

two degrees, and by means of a thermometer 
fastened to the end of a pole and kept as close 
to the bottom as possible, the temperature of 
the bottom water from above the springs to a 
point below them was found to be very low. 
This stream is one of the many that form the 
head waters of the Columbia River, and to 
this point, 1,800 miles, from its moutb, the 
salt water salmon come in hundreds In the 
spring and fall to spawn.

Mr. Russell of Leicester has lately bought, 
in Connectlcat, a fine herd of twelve Ayr­ 
shire cows and the bull Bonnie Scotland, to 
be sent to one of his great racing stables in 
New Jersey, for the use of weaning thorough; 
bred foals. 
The great object with breeders of 
race horses is to mature them early, aud to 
have them in racing form at two years of age. 
In order to do this, the colt must eat, in his 
first year, all the milk of a good Ayrshire cow, 
and as much of bruised oats as be can ¡di­ 
gest. 
In his second year, his exercise be­ 
gins, and then he has milk, and from eight to 
ten quarts of oats per diem. 
Some stout 
colts, at twenty months, will “get away” with 
twelve quarts of oats each¡ day, and run half- 
mile trials, carrying 100 pounds. 
The milk 
of the Ayrshire cow is preferred for colts, as 
it is not so fattening as the richer milk of the 
Jerseys, but assists more in the formation of 
the bone and muscle that is the delight of the 
race horse breeder. 
Among the cows in this 
herd are Highland Mary, second daughter of 
the bull that took tbe first and sweepstakes 
premium at the New England fair, held in this 
city iu 1864; her daughter, Highland Lady; 
Ruth, a noble cow, bred by Mr. C. M. Pond of 
Hartford, Ct.; and a fine daughter of the cel­ 
ebrated cow Jessie Pond.

The New York East Methodist Conference 
passed resolutions of rebuke to Dr. Curry, ed­ 
itor of the Christian Advocate, tor publishing 
heterodox editorials in that paper.

?03*te, we must remember, is the properly of 
the whole denomination and its editor ie con­ 
sequently a trustee of the crodai faith as well 
the holder of certain private notions of his 
own. 
With a forgetfulness of that relation 
eutireiy characteristic of the luau, the doctor 
entered upon a controversy respecting some 
good old doctrines or oilier, in the course of 
which the doctrine came to grief iu tho hands 
of the very man whose official duty was to de­ 
fend it.

And even the dash­ 
board, when it is so wide and high as lo ob­ 
scure the driver’s view, Is better kicked out 
than not; many a good vehicle having been 
smashed ou account of too great a develop­ 
ment of dashboard. This is au age of thought 
and toil, and we cannot allew any presump­ 
tion to retain its place in the category of ac­ 
cepted th I aga merely because it is old or bas 
been believed by untold millions. At the same 
time there bas never been au ora since the in­

tiquity. We must have freedom of discussion, 
however; it is our only guarantee for the con- 
servatiou of the old truth, as it is the only cru­ 
cible out of which will flow the molten gold of 
new thought.

but when a body of its representative men 
block the wheels of fair debate with a cen­ 
sorious resolution, we are drawn lo tbiuk of 
King Canute aud bis courtiers.

M ed ical T e stim o n y in C a p ita l C a w l. 
The famous Wharton trial ^B altim ore, in 
which a lady was tried for her life under two 
indictments for murder by 
poisoning, bas 
probably not altogether faded from the minds 
of the reading public. 
The first count against 
her was for having caused the death of Gen. 
Ketchum by strychnia and the second accusa­ 
tion wa3 of having killed a Mr. Van Ness by 
tile use of arsenic. 
The first trial resulted in 
a disagreement of the jury and the other in 
an acquittal. 
On Wednesday of the present 
week a convention of tho medical men of the 
state of Maryland discussed afresh tile aspects 
of the medical testimony in the case. 
It may 
be remembered that tho prosecution procured 
their medical testimony from Baltimore, while 
tho defense entrusted themselves to the M. 
D.’s of Philadelphia. 
Then came on a con­ 
test between the scientific athletes of difleient 
schools and shades of prejudice. 
Subtle facts 
and technical terminology flew aboul the 
court room Huck ami fast; the antagonistic 
lawyers got on their mettle aud cross-exam­ 
ined the spectacled saturn with what acu­ 
men they might; the judge became fuddled 
with distinctions not provided for iii Black­ 
stone or Kent; the jury was bewildered by a 
sort of proof too delicate and shadowy for 
their 
untrained apprehension; the public 
thought the mass of the chemico-medical evi­ 
dence conflicting when it was not incompre­ 
hensible, and the end came in precisely the form 
everybody anticipated, namely, a disagree­ 
ment of tho jury. 
Now, inasmuch as the 
doctors have revived discussion upon the m at­ 
ter, we take occasion to add our voice to the 
discordant chorus. 
To begin, we venture to 
remark that proof based upon well-established 
and thoroughly-understood laws of nature is 
tho very liest proof which it is possible to 
produce. 
The farther removed evidence can 
be made from human mistakes of judgment 
or from the distorting effect of human passions 
or ignorance, the greater must be its value as 
such. 
The fact that a credible witness swear* 
to anything is no proof at all of the truth of 
Ids statement, though it may convince those 
who believe in his statement. 
Bul that is all;

Tuless the pursuit of nature’s 
marvellous secrets is accompanied with fewer 
preconceived opinions of what ouj/ti to tie 
(rue, held and expressed in advance, Hie pro­ 
duction of so-called scientific testimony in law 
cases will accomplish nothing more in pro­ 
moting the ends of justice than tho uncon­ 
scionable swearing of lite stock witnesses of 
the Tombs lawyers.

total revenue for the current financial year 
ending March 31, 1875, is estimated al 77,- 
095.000 jiounds and total expenditure at 72,- 
503.000 pounds, leaving a surplus of 5,492,000 
pounds.

which arrived at Brest Tuesday from this 
port, foundered while en route from Brest to 
Havre. 
It is further reported that ail the 
passengers were saved, but that the second 
officer was lost. 
The agents of the line here 
state that they have no information of such a 
disaster and do not believe it. 
P. S.—A later report confirms this rumor. 
A dispatcli has been received at the compa­ 
ny’s office. 
All the passengers were rescued,hut in what 
manner is not described. Tho Amerique sailed 
April 4th from New York. 
She was somewhat 
smaller than the Ville du Havre, but similarly 
built. 
She was a uew vessel, built last year at 
Nowcastle on-Tyne, England. 
London, April 16—5 p. ii.— The General 
Trans-Atlantic Co.’s 
steamer L’Amerique, 
which left New York on the Atli inst, for 
Havre, sank ou the 14th inst. IOO miles from 
Brest. 
Everybody saved except tho second 
officer. 
This was her third trip. 
She carried 
seventy-five cabin passengers. 
Niw York, April 16.—Tho Amerique was 
insured in Franco for $600,000, the same risk 
having been taken on the Ville du Havre. 
These vessels were called sister ships, their 
capacity being nearly the same, the Amerique 
falling but a few hundred tons below|5,000, at 
which the Ville du Havre was rated. 
The 
Amerique was lengthened [at Newcastle last 
December aud roached New York January 
28tli. 
She was making her second outward 
trip when the disaster overtook her. 
De 
Gamy, Hie only person lost, was also on the 
Ville du Havre when she sunk In November. 
The Ameriqut was formerly called the L’lin- 
peratrice Eugenie, built at St. Nasal re in 
1864 and was lengthened from 335 to 410 
feet. 
New York, April 16.—Tho agent of the Hue 
telegraphs the following: 
“ Tile Amerique was disabled by a hurricane 
and sunk on the 14th of April eighty miles 
from Uahantkn Island, twenty-seven miles 
from Brest. 
All the hands and the passen­ 
gers were landed at Brest. 
The second officer 
was drowned. 
The courageous efforts of Cap­ 
tain Roussau and crew are unanimously testi­ 
fied to by the passengers.''

ernor received a dispatch from Attorney Gen 
erat Williams stating that the Uuited Slates 
government would not interfere. 
The Gov­ 
ernor stales Ibis was alt tie desired, aud lie 
promises to put down the insurrection ut 
once. 
Last night's dispatches were iu error iii sta­ 
ting the circuit judge had issued a writ lo the 
sheriff immediately on giving judgment against 
Baxter. 
No writ was ever issued. 
As soon 
as judgment was rendered Brooks, with a 
copy in Laud, went to the Governor’s office 
and took forcible possession. 
Governor Bax­

The 
ancient inquost into the death of Cock Robin 
ended, if we rightly romember our Mother 
Goose’s Melodies, iu the conviction of the 
sparrow as accountable for the untimely de­ 
cease of that blessed bird; but neither Bout, 
well, Richardson nor any of the rest know 
aught of how Sanborn got hold of that fifty 
per center. It is too bad; not because San­ 
born has done any damage, you know, but 
because we are so perplexed iu deciphering 
the official hierogliyphics. That contract is 
like the Mormon bible—a miraculous produc­ 
tion. 
Will Grant sign the Senate currency bill ? 
That is the prevailing conundrum of the hour, 
and no fellow can guess it; not even Grant 
himself. New York business men have met 
and resolved that he must not do it and shall 
not if they have any influence with him. Their 
committee is on its way to Washington to slay 
his pea from inditing the fatal signature upon 
the inflating parchment.

Fortunately we have had 
no repetition of the Villc du Havre horor, but 
the loss of that vessel has been followed by 
the foundering (as now generally believed) of 
the Earope, and no.v the Amerique has suuk 
beneath the waves. But one life was lost by 
this casualty, and good fortune, rather than 
good management on the part of the captain 
or crew, saved all those on board the Earope. 
We learn, too, by the cable, that this last oc­ 
currence had one feature which we gladly 
note—that Captain Roussau behaved like a 
hero and his crew worked like men. This 
was an unexpected exhibition on the part of 
French sailors, and checks the inclination to 
condemn them all as cowards and inefficient 
lubbers. The cause of the disaster is not sta­ 
ted, but surely a searching investigation 
should be made, to learn if aught ha3 beeu 
neglected or carelessly done that could help 
to make the vessel staunch and promote the 
safety of its human freight.

“ .V IiiN tu H K ick Out the D ashboard.” 
The New York East Methodist Conference 
passed resolutions of rebuke to Dr. Curry, ed­ 
itor of the Christian Advocate, for publishing 
heterodox editorials in that paper. The Ad­ 
vocate, we must remember, is the property of 
the whole denomination and its editor is con­ 
sequently a trustee of the credal faith as well 
tho holder of certain private notions of his 
own. With a forgetfulness of that relation 
eutirely characteristic of the man, the doctor 
entered upon a controversy respecting some 
good old doetrines or other, in the course of 
which the doctrine came to grief in tho hands 
of the very man whose official duty was to de­ 
fend it. Members of tho organization to 
which tho editor belonged were alarmod at 
the possible consequences of such freedom of 
the representative quill and called on the edi­ 
tor to explain. He did this iu liisown native, 
uncompromising and dogmatic way; but the 
rebuke was administered, tho doctor extract­ 
ing some of its bitterness by voting for it him­ 
self. Hard indeed mast be the stool of such 
an editorship; a man seated thereon being a 
scribe but not a thinker free to write out what 
he thinks. Brother Buckley may be correct 
in saying that his friend, the editor,is welcome 
to drive to suit himself, but “mustn’t kick out 
the dashboard;” yet it seems to us that a 
trifle more freedom than usually marks 
denominational “ organs ” would be a praise­ 
worthy improvement. And even the dash­ 
board, when it Is so wide aDd high as to ob­ 
scure the driver’s view, is better kicked out 
than not; maoy a good vehicle having been 
smashed on account of too great a develop­ 
ment of dashboard. This is an age of thought 
and toil, and we cannot allaw any presump­ 
tion to retain its place in the category of ac­ 
cepted things merely because it is old or bas 
been believed by untold millions. At the same 
time there bas never been an ora since the in­ 
ception of society when there existed a strong­ 
er or more genuine disposition to respect what 


^lodlcal T e«lim ouy In C apital Cases. 
The famous Wharton trial iu'.Baltimore, iu 
which a lady was tried for her life under two 
iudictments for murder by poisoning, bas 
probably not altogether faded from the minds 
or the reading public. The first count against 
her was for having caused the death of Gen. 
Ketcbum by strychnia and the second accusa­ 
tion wa3 of having killed a Mr. Vau Ness by 
the use of arsenic. The first trial resulted in 
a disagreement of the jury and the other iu 
an acquittal. On Wednesday of the present 
week a convention of tho medical men of the 
state of Maryland discussed afresh the aspects 
of the medical testimony in the case. It may 
be remembered that the prosecution procured 
their medical testimony from Baltimore, while 
the defense entrusted themselves to the M. 
D.’s of Philadelphia. Then came on a con­ 
test between the scientific atblete3 of difleienl 
schools and shades of prejudice. Subtle facta 
and technical termiuology flew about the 
court room thick aud fast; the antagonistic 
lawyers got on their mettle aud cross-exam 
ined the spectacled savans with what acu­ 
men they might; tho judge became fuddled 
with distinctions not provided for in Blaek- 
sloneorKent; the jury was bewildered by a 
sort of proof too delicate and shadowy for 
their untrained apprehension; the public 
thought the mass of the chemico-medica! evi­ 
dence conflicting when it wa3 not incompre­ 
hensible, and the end came in precisely the form 
everybody anticipated, namely, a disagree­ 
ment of the jury. Now, inasmuch as the 
doctors have revived discussion upon the mat­ 
ter, we take occasion to add our voice, to the 
discordant chorus. To begin, we venturo to 
remark that proof based upon well-established 
and thoroughly-understood laws of nature is 
the very best proof which it is possible to 
produce. The farther removed evidence can 
be made from human mistakes of judgment 
or from the distorting effect of human passions 
or ignorance, the greater must be its value as 
such. The fact that a credible witness swears 
to anything is no proof at all of the truth of 
his statement, though it may convince those 
who believe in his statement. But that is all; 
there can be nothing iu the nature of a dem­ 
onstration iu any mortal ipse dixit. Ia 
our 
opiuion- 
tho 
value 
of 
direct 
testimony, 
especially 
iu 
cases 
in­ 
volving the existence of passion or self-in­ 
terest, is often less than nothiug. Daniel 
Webster said that fewtliiugs are more difficult 
than to state a fact; begging the indulgence 
of that statesman’s kindly ghost, wo would 
•ay there is one thing harder; that is, to com­ 
prehend a fact. Allowance which does not 
amount to an accusation or even a suspicion 
of perjury, is constantly made in courts of law 
for evidence manifestly of less force than it 
appears to be upon its face. The real truth 
is rarely told for the same reason that pure 
water is rarely drinked; ther» being seldom 
or never just that combination of elements in 
tho natural world competent to produce 1L 
So much for the aberratious and perversions 
of evidence which dependí for its weight upon 
the clearness of human intelligence and the 
disinterestedue»» of human motives. When 
we turn to the discoverable laws of insensate 
nature, however, we approacli more nearly to 
undeniable truth; and in this regiou we must 
look for those “ confirmations, strong as 
proofs of Holy Writ,” if we are to find them 
anywhere. The Wharton case turned on pre­ 
cisely this kind of evidence—the presence in 
the stomachs of her alleged victims of strych­ 
nine or arsenic depending upon the combined 
results of medical and chemical te»ts. That 
the evidence was sufficient either to convict or 
acquit Mrs. 
Wharton iu 
botli cases, 
as happened iu one of them, there 
can he but little doubt; why it failed 
to do either in the second instance, we will 
try to indicate. This can ha done more plain­ 
ly, perhaps, by a supposed state of things than 
in any other way. Suppose, then, that the 
Wharton jury had beeu made up of men all 
of whom possessed a sound education in chem­ 
istry and medicine; otherwise, of doctors and 
professors in those special branches of knowl­ 
edge. Suppose, next, that this jury bad no 
affiliation, or not a sufficiently strong affilia­ 
tion, with any particular school of medicine 
or chemistry to bias their judgment on demon- 
•trated facts; suppose, finally, that such facts 
existed; would not a true verdict have been 
as sure as any other foreordained result ? As 
it was, the last trial carne to nothing because 
the witnesses were not testifjiag to the truth, 
or to reach the trqth, but engaged in a miser­ 
able squabblo of rival schools and cities; Phil­ 
adelphia was fighting Baltimore and Baltimore 
wai «udgeling Philadelphia; that was the 
animu» of all the fu*sy parado of science made 
upon the trial. Mrs. Whartou owes her life 
to tho contemptible qualities of belligerent 
doctors, not to her innocence or to the lack 
of proof of her guilt. Now, allow us to point 
a single moral. Uuiess the pursuit of nature’s 
marvellous secrets is accompanied with fewer 
preconceived opinions of what owjht to be 
true, held and expressed in advance, the pro­ 
duction of so-called scientific testimony in law 
cases will accomplish nothing more in pro­ 
moting the ends of justice than tho uncon­ 
scionable swearing of the stock witnesses of 
the Tombs lawyers.

AMERICAN SECURITIES. 
The holders of bonds of the state of Virginia 
met here to-day and adopted resolutions com­ 
plimenting Governor Kemper on h¡3 recent 
financial message to the Legislature, regret- 
tiug the increasing number of defaults com­ 
mitted by states of the American Union as 
calculated to defraud bondholders and impair 
the credit of the federal as well as state gov­ 
ernment and declaring that they will here­ 
after discountenance any attempts to raiso 
money in the European markets on the part 
of defaulting states. 
PARLIAMENT PROCEEDINGS—THE ANNUAL 
BUDGET. 
L ondon, April 16.—In the House of Com­ 
mons this evening Sir Stafford Northcote, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, submitted the 
annual budget, the leading features^of which 
are as follows: The total gross revenue of 
the United Kingdom of the year ended March 
31, 1874, amounted to 77,350,000 pounds, ex­ 
ceeding Mr. Lowe’s estimates by 3,574,000 
pounds. The total gross expenditure for the 
same year was 76,457,000 pounds. This in­ 
cludes the sum paid for, the Geneva award, 
but does not embrace the expenses of the 
Ashautee war. The excess of expenditures 
overestimates was 1,156,000 pounds. The 
total revenue for the current financial year 
ending March 31, 1S75, is estimated at < 
995.000 pounds and total expenditure at 72,- 
503.000 pounds, leaving a surplus of 5,492,000 
pounds. These estimate» are virtually 
based upon Gladstone’s 
figures. 
Sir 
Stafford 
Northcote 
proposes 
to dis­ 
pose of the surplus by reducing the income 
tax oue penny on the pound, abolishing duties 
on sugar from the first of May, creating addi 
tioual terminable annuities to the amouut of 
445.000 pounds, reducing the national debt 
7.000.000 pounds in ten years, conlributin 
1.000.000 pounds to the relief of local taxation 
aud abolishing house licenses. These meas 
ures, it is estimated, will absorb 5,030,000 
pounds of the surplus, leaving a residue of 
462.000 pounds. 
When the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
had concluded his speech 
explaiuin 
the figures Lowe rose and expressed his cor­ 
dial approval of the budget and recommended 
a resolution for the abolition of the sugar du 
ties as proposed iu the budget. It was imme 
diately moved and passed. Thursday next 
was agreed upon as the dale for general de­ 
bate on the budget. 
Iu the TIouse of Lords lo-niglit Earl Russell 
gave notice that May 4th lie should ask for 
copies of the correspondence of the British 
government with the governments of France 
Germany, Russia and Austria relative to the 
maintenance of peace; also that he should 
call for copies of the instructions sent to Sir 
Edward Thornton, minister at Washington, in 
regard to the Oregon boundary question, and 
further an account of the compensation made 
by tho United States for damages caused by 
the Fenian raids on Canada. 


ANOTHER SEA DISASTER. 
fc'OUNDERINft OF TH E FRENCH 
STEAM ER AM ERIQUE. 
A ll on B oard Saved Except the Sec-, 
and O fficer. 
N hw Y ork, April 16.—The French Trans- 
Atlantic Company’s steamship Amerique, 
which arrived at Brest Tuesday from this 
port, foundered while en route from Brest to 
Havre. It is further reported that all the 
passengers were saved, but that the second 
officer was lost. The agents of the line here 
state that they have no information or such a 
disaster and do not believe it. 
P. S.—A later report confirms this rumor. 
A dispatch has been received at the compa­ 
ny’s office. 
All the passengers were rescued,but in what 
manner is not described.-The Amerique sailed 
April 4lh from New York. She was somewhat 
smaller than the Ville du Havre, but similarly 
built. She was a new vessel, built last year at 
Newcastle-on-Tyne, England. 
L ondon, April 16—5 p. m.—The General 
Trans-Atlantic Co.’s steamer L’Amerique, 
which left New York on the 4th Inst, for 
Havre, sank on the 14th inst. 100 mile3 from 
Brest. Everybody saved except the second 
officer. This was her third trip. She carried 
seventy-five cabin passengers. 
Nhw Yore, April 16.—Tho Amerique was 
insured iu France for $600,000, the same risk 
having been taken on the Ville du Havre. 
Theso vessels were called sister ship3, their 
capacity being nearly the same, the Amerique 
falling but a few hundred tons below|5,000, at 
which the Ville du Havre was rated. 
The 
Amerique was lengthened [at Newcastle last 
December aud roached New York January 
28th. She was making her second outward 
trip when the disaster overtook her. 
De 
Garay, the only person lost, was al*o on the 
Ville du Havre when she sunk iu November. 
The Amerique wa3 formerly called the L’lrn- 
peratrice Eugenie, built at St. Nazaire 
1864 and wa3 lengthened from 335 to 410 
feet. 
N ew Y o r e, A pril 16.—The ag en t of th e liue 
telegraphs th e follow ing: 
The Amerique was disabled by a hurricane 
and sunk on the 14th or April eighty miles 
from Ushantin Island, twenty-seven miles 
from Brest. All the hands and the passen­ 
gers were landed at Brest. The second officer 
was drowned. The courageous efforts of Cap­ 
tain Roussau and crew are uuauitnously testi­ 
fied to by the passengers.” 
FURTHER PARTICULARS. 
B rest, April 16.—The steamer Amerique 
foundered during a violent tempest on the 
14ili. She was abandoned when on the point 
of sinking. An Italian ship which saved tho 
largest number of those on board and arrived 
here to-day brings forty passengers and 143 of 
the crew. A Norweigan vessel which saved 
thirty more of the passengers have also ar­ 
rived here. An English vessel with the re­ 
mainder of the passengers aud crew is expocl- 
ed here unless she has gone to some port on 
the English coast. Tho passengers unite in 
praise of the conduct of Captain Rousseau of 
the Amerique, who, they say, was cool and 
brave throughout, notwithstanding a fearful 
sea.

L ittle R ock, April 16.—There is but little 
change in the gubernatorial muddle. Brooks 
holds the State House, which is surrounded 
by armed men, about 100 in all.

two cannon. Baxter’s headquarters are still 
at St. John's College, in the suburbs of the 
city. He is preparing to retake the State 
House. About 1,500 stand of arms belonging 
to the state are at the arsenal. Both Baxter 
and Brooks have made a demand for them, 
but the demauds are refused. Men are pour­ 
ing in on every train. The city i3 rather 
quiet. 
th e pr esid en t's r eply. 
W a shington, April 16.— Both Brooks and 
Baxter have telegraphed to the President 
asking for an order upon the commandant of 
the arsenal to deliver to them the arm» therein, 
but have been refused. 
Tho President has 
telegraphed to each decliuing to interfere 
their contest, which seem3 to be oue exclus 
ively for the courts of tho state^to settle. To 
Brooks lie telegraphs that he is not advised 
of the latter’s right to the office of Gov­ 
ernor. . 
brooks' blood u p. 
L ittle R ock, April 16 —Brooks to-day 
issued a long proclamation announcing that 
any attempt to oust him from possession of 
the State IIou3C and install Baxter will lead to 
strife and bloodshed, us he shall forcibly re­ 
sist all such attempts. 
OOVBRNOR BAXTER'S ACTION. 
L ittle R ock, April 16.—Gov. Baxter this 
evening issued a proclamation declaring mar­ 
tial law in Pulaski county and couimandin 
all citizens capablo of military duty to assist 
in putting down tho rebellion existing against 
the state ’government. 
Simultaneously with 
the issuance of the proclamation the Gover­ 
nor inarched with 2,000 men into the heart of 
the city, took up his headquarters at the An­ 
thony House and placed guards all along the 
principal streets and completely surrounded 
th» State House with a cordon of sentinels. 
Several companies of military have arrived 
from outside countie», and every train bting3 
additions. 
By to-morrow the Governor’s 
force will number 2,000 men. There aro be­ 
tween 100 and 150 men at the State House 
well armed and with two cannon. The Gov­ 
ernor received a dispatch from Attorney Gen­ 
eral Williams stating that the United States 
government would not interfere. The Gov­ 
ernor states this was all ho desired, aud he 
promises to put down the insurrection at 
once. 
Last night's dispatches were in error in sta­ 
ting the circuit judge had issued a writ to the 
sherifi immediately on giving judgment against 
Baxter. No writ \va3 ever issued. As soon 
as judgment was rendered Brooks, witli a 
copy in hand, went to the Governor’s office 
and took forcibleijossession. Governor Bax­ 
ter’s forces have taken possession of the tele­ 
graph office, placing a sentinel at the door 
with instructions to permit no dispatch­ 
es to be 
sent or delivered 
with­ 
out consent of tho officer iu charge. 
Gover­ 
nor Baxter has just issued a proclamation to 
the people of the state, reciting the facts in 
the case and stating that it is his intention to 
retake the state building aud establish his 
authority. He calls upon the p*op!e to come 
to his aid. Mr. Brooks has sentinels on the 
square out in front of the State House. 
Be­ 
yond the tramp of sentinels, who are to be 
met on every street corner, everything is 
quiet. The Mayor has ordered all saloons to 
be quiet. 
ANOTHER EM BEZZLER. 
A C ity T reasurer *100,000 Short. 
Mil w a u k ik , April 16.—Anton Burkart, 
City Treasurer of Green Bay, Wisconsiu, bas 
disappeared and it is supposed lias abscond­ 
ed. An examination of hi3 books shows that 
he is a defaulter to nearly $100,000.

Mr. CONNELLY moved to amend by Insert­ 
ing $1,500 to Jeremiah Ilommell, for lujuries 
sustained as a keeper in Sing Sing from a fall 
of one of the prison corridors. 
Mr. GANSON hbped the motion would not 
prevail. He thought tho Senate was entering 
upon a loose system oí voting away the public 
money. 
Mr. CONNELLY’S motion was lost. 
Mr. *I?ARM ENTER moved to amend by 
striuiDg out $1,250 to Frank Abbott and in­ 
serting in lieu thereof $2,500. He explained 
that Mr. Abbott had paid out for counsel $1,- 
600 and $900 for other expenses, taking affi­ 
davits, &c. 
Mr. PARMENTER'S moliou was lost. 
Progress was then reported on the bill. 
Mr. WOOD moved that the bill be made the 
special order for this evening. Carried. 
Recess uutil 7:30 p. m. 
EVENING SESSION. 
The Senate reassembled at 7:30 and took 
up the supply bill in the Committee of the 
Whole. After one or two amendments were 
adonted. 
A bill was introduced by Mr. COLE to 
abolish the Wine and Spirit Growers’ Society 
of the United States. 
Adjourned. 
ASSEMBLY. 
FINAL ADJOURNMENT. 
The SPEAKER spoke as follows: 
Gentlemen of the Assembly—The hundred 
days named in the Constitution have expired. 
Within that period this body has made a rec­ 
ord, and ha3 earned and secured a reputation 
second to that of none which has ever sat 
within these walls. The people and the press, 
without regard to parly predilections, have 
given to this Legislature the credit of having 
faithfully discharged their duty and of having 
labored to serve and carry out the public iu 
terests. But the time for which the people 
sent us here to represent them has passed 
away. They now demand that we shall sur­ 
render back to them the powers which they 
have conferred upon us, aud that demand can­ 
not pass by unheeded. There now lies upon 
the table of this House a concurrent resolu­ 
tion providing for a final adjournment of the 
Legislature. That resolution, being privileged 
in its character, is now called from the table, 
and wjll be read by the Clerk and acted upon 
by this House during this morning's session, 
I trust, and if this House shall conclude that 
within this month we can adjourn this Legis­ 
lature they will have added another wreath to 
the chaplets which already entwine their 
brows as a legislative body. The Clerk will 
please read. 
The Clerk then read the Senate resolution 
providing for a final adjournment oil the 24th 
inst.Mr. BATCHELLER moved to amend the 
resolution so a3 to read April 30ih instead of 
April 24th. 
The resolution a3 amended was then adopt­ 
ed—84 to 34. 
EVENING session. 
The House re-assembled at 7:30 and went 
into Committee of the Whole on the Eastman 
rapid transit bill. 
Mr. LAKE moved to strike out the word 
freight. 
After considerable discussion the 
motion was rejected. 
Several amendments were offered and lost, 
when Mr. C. S. SPENCER moved that the 
bill be ordered to a third reading, and moved 
the previous question. Carried and the bill 
was ordered to a third reading—57 to 56. 
Mr. YEDDER, from the Committee on 
Privileges and Elections, submitted a major­ 
ity report in the contested seat case of Nacbt- 
man vs. Scherman, awarding the seat to 
Scherman.

U N ITED S IA 1 E S CONGRESS. 
SENATE. 
W ashington, April 16. 
Tho CHAIR laid before the Senate a tele­ 
gram from the Industrial Congress of the Uni­ 
ted States in session at Rochester, New York, 
containing resolutions of that body protesting 
against extension of the currency issue by or 
through tho lnffuence of the national banking 
system, believing it to be a robbery of labor 
and tho sum of alt villai nies, and demanding 
the issuo of circulating medium directly by 
tho government, the same to lie legal 
tender for all debts, public or private, such 
issue to be based on the faith and resources of 
the government, without the intervention of 
the so-called national banks. 
Referred to 
the Finance Committee. 
Mr. FRELING HUYSEN of New Jersey 
gave notice that on Tuesday next he would 
move to take up the civil rights hill reported 
by the Judiciary Committee on Tueiday last 
The morning hour expired aud the Senate 
resumed the consideration of the bill to pro 
vide for a new election in Louisiana. 
Mr. C A R PE N TE R said a few days ago e 
friend of Gov. Kellogg came to his office to 
intercede with him against the passage of this 
bill and denied the existence of an obnoxious 
election law. He (Carpenter) took down tho 
Louisiana statute and showed it to him and 
since then he had been informed that this 
party went directly to the telegraph office and 
telegraphed Gov. Kellogg to have tlmt law re­ 
pealed. It was not necessary to have a Leg­ 
islature in that state, as the Governor liini- 
self could repeal all the laws he desired to. 
That dispatch enabled Gov. Kellogg to In­ 
form his friend from Indiana (Morton) and 
his representative—no, I mean Senator—from 
Lauisiaua (West) that the law had been re­ 
pealed. Now at least, wheu the thing was 
smoked out, it turned out to tie a dirty trick 
on tho part of Kellogg. The law had been 
repealed, yet ho (Kellogg) had in his pocket 
an act repealing the repealing act, which 
would reinstate the whole obnoxious law. He 
(Carpenter) did not charge auy complicity iu 
this thing upon his friend (West). That Sen­ 
ator liad been swindled, and now Senators 
could see for thennelve3 hew safe it would be 
to trust that state in the bauds of Kellogg and 
hi3 associates. 
Mr. HAMILTON of Maryland continued his 
remarks from yesterday. Ho favored the ad­ 
mission of McMillan as Senator and the adop­ 
tion of the proposition of Senator Bayard re­ 
questing the President to withdraw troops 
from the state that the McEncry government 
might be installed. 
Mr. MORTON also spoke at length in repfy 
to Hamilton and Carpenter and iu defence of 
the Kellogg government of Louisiana. 
Mr. TIPTON gained the floor to speak on 
the bill and yielded for a motion for an exec­ 
utive session, which was agreed to, and at 
half-past four o’clock the Senate proceeded to 
the consideration of executive business and 
soon adjourned. 
HOUSE. 
After considering the appropriation bill aud 
a number of amendments having been offered 
and rejected the committee arose, having got 
through four pages of the bill. 
Mr. BUTLER of Massachusetts, from the 
Committee on Judiciary,reported a bill for the 
distribution of the Geneva award; Ordered 
printed aud recommitted. 
The House at five o’clock adjourned.

CHAP. 100. 
AN ACT providing for the appointm ent of addi­ 
tional notaries public.

m endicant or wandering business w hatsoever; 
and any person who shall take, receive, hire, em­ 
ploy. use or have in custody any such child for 
such purposes or either of them , Bhall be deemed 
to be guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon convic­ 
tion thereof before any court of special sessions, or 
other com petent tribunal, shall be fined in a sum 
not less than fifty nor more than two hundred and 
fifty dollars, or suffer Im prisonment In a county 
jail for a period not less than thirty days nor more 
tnan one year, or both such line and imprisonment, 
in the discretion of the court.

J u d g e D o u g la s s B o a r d m a n P r e sid in g , 
Thursday morning the jury in the case of 
Furman vs. Incin came into court and gave 
a verdict for the defendant. 
Counsel for 
Hannah Irwin said he thought his client 
ought to have an extra allowance, but the 
courts refused to grant it. 
The plaintiff has 
not yet decided whether or not be will ap­ 
peal. 
The first case called and tried was No. 17, 
Isaac D. Sleight vs. The Trustees of the Vil­ 
lage of Bondout. 
This action was tried by 
the coart without a jury. 
The attorneys are 
M. Scboonmaker for plaintiff, and Lawton A 
Stebbins for defendant. 
Before the case was 
tried the parties agreed that in case the Judge 
decided for the plaintlfl the damages could be 
assessed at $110. 
The action is brought by 
Sleight, the owner of the skiliiput ferry, for 
damages against the village for constructing 
a sewer that emptied into a slip where the 
boat of plaintiff landed. 
This sewer it is 
claimed deposited a large amount of sand in 
the slip, filling it up so as to form a bar across 
the track of the boat. 
The defendants claim­ 
ed they had tho right and power to construct 
a sewer for the benefit of the health of the Til 
lags. 
The Judge reserved his decision. 
The next case tried was No. 52, 
David 
V. Smith vs. William Garvey and David 
Bigelow. 
The attorneys are Wm. Lounsbery 
for the plaintiff, Bernard A Fiero for the de­ 
fendants. 
This is an action brought against 
a constable and a judgment creditor for mak 
Ing a levy on a horse, tho plaintiff Smith 
claiming such horse to be exempt from levy. 
The parties live near Saugerties, and Bigelow, 
one of the defendants, sold Smith a bill or 
goods. 
This bill not being paid In 1872, 
Bigelow sued Smith and recovered a judgment 
for $31.45. 
Au execution was issued aud 
given to William Garvey, a constable, who 
levied on a horse belonging to Smith. 
Smith 
claims as above stated that such horse was 
exempt, and brings bis actiou for trespass to 
recover the value of the animal. 
The jury 
rendered a verdict for plaintiff of $113.12. 
No. 92, 
Victor M. Ilulburt vs. AT. Y. Cen­ 
tral & hudson R. R. Co.,was referred to Wm. 
S. Kenyon to hear and decide. 
No. 58, Eli McOreery vs. Jam es G. Linds­ 
ay, Robert Q. Tam m any and Georgs Messen­ 
ger, was then triod. 
The attorneys are A. J. 
Mellon for plaintiff Charles A. Fowler of 
coUDsel for plaintiff, Lawton A Stebbins for 
defeudants. 
The plaintlfl sues for damages 
for assault, Ae., claimed to bavo been com­ 
mitted by the defendants on the 28th of May, 
1872. 
On that day the large ice house near 
the South Rondout ferry was fired, and the 
Fire Department with engines wero on tho 
ground soon after to put it out. 
The plaintiff, 
who was a boatman ou the Delaware A Hud­ 
son Canal, and whose boat lay at the island 
dock, camo across near where one of tho 
steamers was playing, and upon being or­ 
dered by Mayor Lindsley to lake bold] of one 
of the hand engines refused. 
The Mayor 
urged bim, when Johu Derreubacber, an Al­ 
derman, and Augustus Hasbrouck, Chief En­ 
gineer, took bim by the arms aud forced bim 
to go to the engine. 
He stilt refused to work, 
when officer Robert G. Tammany and George 
Messenger were ordered to take bim to the 
lock-up, which they did. 
After be bad beau 
in the lock-up some five or ten minutes be was 
discharged. 
At the close of the evidence a 
motion was made to nonsuit plaintlfl on the 
ground that the Mayor was an officer of the 
city authorized by the city charter and 
the laws and ordinances iucorporated.therein 
to 
arrest oflenders, disorderly persons Ac. 
The Judge decided there was no question for 
the Jury; that there was no issue of fact, aud 
the question became one entirely of law. 
So 
far os the action of the Mayor was coneernod, 
he was an officer who is authorized to exer­ 
cise the judicial 
power 
of 
arrest aud 
commitment 
when 
the 
oflense 
is 
committed 
in 
his presence. 
He would 
be 
no 
moro 
liable to 
bu 
seized 
for 
arrest aud falsi' imprisonment than a justice 
of the peace would be who issue* a warrant 
upou a complaint. 
If there is prim a facie 
evidence sufficient in the proof to authorize 
bim to exercise bis judgment, then be ii pro­ 
tected In his action. 
So long as bu does not 
abuse bis authority au action will not lie 
against bim. 
The Judge further said bu did 
not see that Mr. Lindsley acted rn any other 
manlier than to discharge his duty, aud to de­ 
cide on the evidence in the case that he 
abused bis authority would be detrimental to 
the peace and good orJer of society. 
That 
there must be some person vested with suffi­ 
cient power and authority to direct aud con­ 
trol in emergencies of this kind. 
A verdict 
was then directed for the defendants. 
The uext case was No. 61, 
Robert R. Kerr 
vs. Sarah J. Purdy. 
The attorneys are F. 
L. Westbrook for platulifl 
and Win. Louui- 
bery for the defendant; Wm. Lawton of coun­ 
sel for defendant.

lire in the town of Marlborough on adjoining 
farms, and have been in dispute aud in law 
for a number of years.

tle Isaac Walton in our midst, and as the 
sport of capturing a shad with a fly is said to 
far exceed that of landing the largest of brook 
trout, we expect the wood-fringed mountain 
brooks of Ulster and Delaware will bo sur­ 
passed for gamey fishing by the broad bays 
and sunny reaches of the Hudson. 
We know of one fisherman who bos cast bis

O b joct T e a c h in g In B in g h a m to n . 
The Binghamton Times gives the following 
report of the system ndopte d in one of the 
public schools iu that city in place of tile 
B C plan: 
“ Our chief object in visiting it was to ob­ 
serve the method of teaching; which, a* is 
well known, is after a system originated by 
Prof. Farnham, and which baa been in opera 
lion in ail the graded schools of this city for 
about three years. 
This system is denominu 
ted “ The Thought and Sentence Method,” 
and consists in making, as the basis of in 
stractioD, first a complete thought and then a 
complete sentence as the expression of that 
thought. 
It ignores entirely tile old A B C 
method, by which several years of laborious 
application are consumed, in enabling a child 
to read even short and easily pronounced 
words. 
This method familiarizes the child at 
once, not only with all the common words but 
also with whole sentences and the proper man­ 
ner of forming them. It is hard to understand 
bow a child of six or seven years can be 
taught to read and write whole sentences, and 
that grammatically, and do it without know­ 
ing the name of a single letter of the alpha­ 
bet. 
But it is equally astonishing to witness 
the intuitive readiness with which this very 
thing is done. 
“ The Professor, to gratify my curiosity as 
to how such a feat could be accomplished, 
singled out sixteen little boys and girls of the 
infant class, and marching them iu single file 
into a recitation room, soon demonstrated the 
method by which sucli a desirable result is 
reached. 
These children were ubout five years 
of age, and had been ut school only three 
weeks. 
The Professor ranged them in a semi­ 
circle around one side of a table, upon which 
were a number ot toys. 
He talked to them in 
a familiar aud kind manner, which dispelled 
their childish fears and won their confidence. 
He then handed to each of them u toy—to one 
a china dog, to another a cat, to another a 
drum, and so on until ail bad received some­ 
thing. 
They had by this time become filled 
with 
childish 
animation, 
and 
evidently 
considered 
it the finest 
kind 
of sport; 
just what the Professor wanted, for they 
were then in a condition to throw their 
whole 
strength 
of 
thought 
and 
study 
into the exercise before them. “Now, Willie,” 
said be, addressing a bright little fellow, “tell 
me what you have got.” The child naturally 
answered, “I have a drum.” 
It will occur to 
the reader that the most natural expression 
of the child would have been, “ I have got a 
drum,” ami so it would had this been tho 
first time be bad been under instruction; but 
during the three weeks he had been attending 
school, bis teacher had taught him and all the 
class togivo a better answer by omitting the 
word “got.” 
This 1*3 the first lesson the child 
learns, to give a correct and grammatical an­ 
swer lo questions asked, thus instilling into 
his mind at the outset an impression he will 
never forget—Hie proper use of language. 
A 
few days or works with lessons of this kind 
will familiarize tile class with the correct use 
of words in all the persons, moods and tenses. 
After interrogating each of the class as he 
had Willie, and receiving in like manner ait 
answer in the first person, the Professor bado 
two of them take hold of tho same toy, aud 
asked one to tell what they bad. 
Ho imme­ 
diately answered, “ We have a drum .” Then 
bolding up a knife be asked, “ What have I in 
my hand 7” They all answered, “ You have 
a knife.” 
While the two had hold of the 
drum he asked a third to tell him what they 
had. 
His answer was, “ They have a drum.” 
Thus, with a little perseverance and ingenu­ 
ity, the class is led, by the most natural of 
processes, into familiarity with a large num­ 
ber of words and sentences, which are im­ 
pressed upon their minds in their most gram ­ 
matical sequence. 
When these oral impressions aru fixed in 
the minds of Hie pupils, tho next step is to 
learn to produco them in writing. 
This is 
done in a very simple rnuuuer. 
The Profess­ 
or, in a clear, bold hand, wroto upon the 
blackboard, “ I bavo a knife,” or a drum, or 
whatever he wished, and then calling to him 
the child who held the article, ho pointed to 
the writing and asked what it said. 
A little 
instruction aud practice will teach the child 
that hts instructor has written upon the board 
just what be has been telline bim lie bolds in 
bis band; therefore he answers readily, hold­ 
ing up the object, and at the same time look­ 
ing at the writing, “I have a knife,” or what­ 
ever th* object may be. 
Ile thus learns to 
read each of these sentences, as they are 
placed repeatedly before him, until every let­ 
ter becomes fixedjn bis mind so firmly that 
wherever the sentence may be presented to 
him it is instantly recognized, and as quickly 
brings ap the thought it expresses.

CIRCUIT COURT AND COURT OP 
OYER AND TER1TIINER. 


Judge Douglass Boardman Presiding. 
Thursday morning the jury in the case of 
Furman vs. Irwin came into court and gave 
a verdict for the defendant. 
Counsel for 
Hannah Irwin said he thought his client 
ought to have an extra allowance, but the 
courts refused to grant it. 
The plaintiff has 
hot yet decided whether or not he will ap­ 
peal. 
The first case called and tried was No. 17, 
Isaac D. Sleight vs. The Trustees o f the Vil­ 
lage o f Rondout. 
This action was tried by 
the court without a jury. 
The attorneys are 
M. Scboonmaker for plaintifl, and Lawton & 
Stebbins for defendant. 
Before the case was 
tried the parties agreed that in ease the Judge 
decided for the plaintifl the damages could be 
assessed at $110. 
The action is brought by 
Sleight, the owner of the skllliput ferry, for 
damages against the village for constructing 
a sewer that emptied into a slip where the 
boat of plaintiff landed. 
This sewer it Is 
claimed deposited a large amount of sand in 
the slip, filling it up so as to form a bar across 
the track oí the boat. 
The defendants claim­ 
ed they had tho right and power to construct 
a sewer for the benefit of the health of the vil­ 
lage. 
The Judge reserved his decision. 
The next case tried was No. 52, 
David 
V. Smith vs. W illiam Garvey and David 
Bigelow. 
The attorneys are Wm. Lounsbery 
for the plaintiff, Bernard A Fiero for the de­ 
fendants. 
This is an aclion brought against 
a constable and a judgment creditor for mak­ 
ing a levy on a horse, the plaintiff Smith 
claiming such horse to be exempt from levy. 
The parties live noar Saugerties, and Bigelow, 
one of the deieudauts, sold Smith a bill or 
goods. 
This bill not being paid in 1872, 
Bigelow sued Smith and recovered a judgment 
for $31.45. 
Au execution was issued and 
given to William Garvey, a constable, who 
levied on a horse belonging to Smith. 
Smith 
claims as above stated that such horse was 
exempt, and brings bis action for trespass to 
recover the value of the animal. 
The jury 
rendered a verdict for plaintiff of $113.12. 
No. 92, 
Victor M. Hulburt vs. N. Y. Cen­ 
tral & Hudson R. R. Ch., was referred to Wm. 
S. Kenyon to hear and decide. 
No. 58, Eli McCreery vs. James 0. Linds­ 
ley, Robert G. Tam m any and Georgs Messen­ 
ger, was then tried. 
The attorneys are A. J. 
Mellon for plaintifl, Charles A. Fowler of 
counsel for plaintiff, Lawton A Stebbins for 
defeudants. 
The plaintifl sues for damages 
for assault, Ac., claimed to baro been com­ 
mitted by the defendants on the 28th of May, 
1872. 
On that day the large ice house near 
the South Rondout ferry was fired, and the 
Fire Department with engines wero on tho 
ground soon after to put it out. 
The plaintiff, 
who was a boatman ou the Delaware A Hud­ 
son Canal, and whose boat lay at the island 
dock, camo across near where one of the 
steamers was playing, and upon being or­ 
dered by Mayor Lindsley to take hold; of one 
of the hand engines refused. 
The Mayor 
urged him, when Johu Derrenbacher, an Al­ 
derman, and Augustus Hasbrouck, Chief En­ 
gineer, took bim by the arms and forced him 
to go to the engine. 
He still refused to work, 
when officer Robert G. Tammany and George 
Messenger were ordered to take him to the 
lock-up, which they did. 
After he had been 
in the lock-up some five or ten minutes he was 
discharged. 
At the closa of the evidence a 
motion was made to nonsuit plaintifl on the 
ground that the Mayor was an officer of the 
city authorized by the city charter and 
the laws and ordinances Incorporated.therein 
to 
arrest oflenders, disorderly persons Ac. 
The Judge decided there was no question for 
the jury; that there was no issue of fact, and 
the question became one entirely of law. So 
far as the action of the Mayor was concerned, 
he was an officer who is authorized to exer­ 
cise the judicial 
power 
of 
arrest aud 
commitment 
when 
the 
ofiense 
is 
committed 
in 
his presence. 
lie would 
be 
no 
more liable to 
be 
seized 
for 
arrest aud false imprisonment than a justice 
of the peace would be who issues a warrant 
upon a complaint. 
If there is prim a facie 
evidence sufficient in the proof to authorize 
him to exercise his judgment, then he is pro­ 
tected in his action. 
So long as he does not 
abuse bis authority an action will not lie 
against him. 
The Judge further said he did 
not see that Mr. Lindsley acted in any other 
manner than to discharge his duty, and to de­ 
cide on the evidence iu the caso that he 
abused bis authority would be detrimental to 
the peace and good order of society. 
That 
there must be some person vested with suffi­ 
cient power and authority to direct and cou- 
trol ia emergencies of this kind. 
A verdict 
was then directed for the defendants. 
The next case was No. 61, 
Robert R. Kerr 
vs. Sarah J. Purdy. 
The attorneys are F. 
L. Westbrook for plaiutifl and Wm. Louns­ 
bery for the defendant; Wm. Lawton of coun­ 
sel for defendant. 
The parties in this case 
live in the town of Marlborough on adjoining 
farms, and have been in dispute and in law 
for a number of years. 
In the present case 
the plaiutifl claims while he was at the court 
room of C. Moech Woolsey, a justice of the 
peace of that town, on the 20th of June, 1872, 
one Ann M. Conkliu, a relativo of ^defendant, 
called hiai a murderer, a thief and a robber, 
that he 3tole the clothes he wore ou his back, 
and the defendant said “ Yes, wo can prove 
it.” The defendant denies the words were ut­ 
tered. 


Object Teaching In Bingham ton. 
The Binghamton Times gives the following 
report of the system adopte d in one of the 
public schools iu that city in place of the A 
B C plan: 
“ Our chief object in visiting it was to ob­ 
serve the method of teaching; which, as is 
well known, is after a system originated by 
Prof. Farnbam, and which has been in opera­ 
tion in all the graded schools of this city for 
about three years. 
This system is denomina» 
ted “ The Thought and Sentence Method,” 
and consists in making, as the basis of in­ 
struction, first a complete thought and then a 
complete sentence as the expression of that 
thought. 
It ignores entirely the old A B C 
method, by which several years of laborious 
application are consumed, in enabling a child 
to read even short and easily pronounced 
words. 
This method familiarizes the child at 
once, not only with all the common words but 
also with whole sentences and the proper man­ 
ner of forming them. It is hard to understand 
how a child of six or seven years can be 
taught to read and write whole sentences, and 
that grammatically, and do it without know­ 
ing the name of a single letter of the alpha­ 
bet. 
But it is equally astonishing to witness 
the intuitive readiness with which this very 
thing i3 done. 
“ The Professor, to gratify my curiosity as 
to bow such a feat could be accomplished, 
singled out sixteen little boys and girls of the 
infant class, and marching them in single file 
into a recitation room, soon demonstrated the 
method by which such a desirable result is 
reached. 
These children were about five years 
of age, aDd had been at school only three 
weeks. 
The Professor ranged them iu a semi­ 
circle around oue side of a table, upon which 
were a number ot toys. 
He talked to them in 
a familiar and kind manner, which dispelled 
their childish fears and won their confidence. 
He then handed to each of them a toy—to one 
a china dog, to another a cat, to nnother a 
drum, and so ou until all had received some­ 
thing. 
They had by this time become filled 
with 
childish 
animation, 
and 
evidently 
considered 
it the finest kind of sport; 
just what the Professor wanted, for they 
were then in a condition to throw their 
whole 
strength 
of 
thought 
and study 
into the exercise before them. “Now, Willie,” 
said he, addre33iag a bright little fellow, “tell 
me what you have got.” The child naturally 
answered, “I have a drum.” It will occur to 
the reader that the most natural expression 
of the child would have been, “I have got a 
drum,” and so it would had this been tho 
first time he had been under instruction; but 
during the three weeks he had been attending 
schoel, his teacher had taught him and all the 
class to give a better answer by omitting the 
word “got.” 
This is the first lesson the child 
learns, to give a correct and grammatical an­ 
swer to questions asked, thus instilling into 
his mind at tho outset an impression he will 
never forget—the proper use of language. 
A 
few days or weeks with lessons of this kind 
will familiarize the class with the correct use 
of words in all the persons, moods and tenses. 
After interrogating each of the class as he 
had Willie, and receiving in like manner an 
answer iu the first person, the Professor bade 
two of them take hold of the same toy, aud 
asked one to tell what they had. 
He imme­ 
diately answered, “ We have a drum.” Then 
holding up a knife he asked, “ What have I in 
my hand ?” They all answered, “ You have 
a knifo.” 
While the two had hold of the 
drum he asked a third to tell him what they 
had. 
His answer was, “ They have a drum.” 
Thus, with a little perseverance and ingenu­ 
ity, the class is led, by the most natural of 
processes, into familiarity with a large num­ 
ber of words and sentences, which are im­ 
pressed upon their minds in their mo3t gram­ 
matical sequence. 
When these oral impressions are fixed in 
the minds of the pupils, the next step is to 
learn to produce them in writing. 
This Is 
done in a very simple rnuuuer. 
The Profess­ 
or, in a clear, bold hand, wrote upon the 
blackboard, “I have a knife,” or a drum, or 
whatever he wished, and then calling to him 
the child who held the article, ho pointed to 
the writing and asked what it said. 
A little 
instruction aud practice will teach the ehild 
that his instructor has written upon the board 
just what he has been telling him he holds in 
his hand; therefore he answers readily, hold­ 
ing up the object, and at the same time look­ 
ing at the writing, “I have a knife,” or what­ 
ever tbs object may be. 
He thu3 learn3 to 
read each of these sentences, as they are 
placed repeatedly before him, until every let­ 
ter becomes fixed.in his mind so firmly that 
wherever the sentence may be presented to 
him it is instantly recognized, and as quickly 
brings op the thought it expresses. 


A P aradise For Rum Drinkers. 
The lovers of stimulant who reside at West 
Hurley, are certainly a most fortunate set of 
mortals, for the proprietor »f the only hotel 
in the place has put down the price of rum to 
five cents a glass. 
What effect this will have 
on the community wo cannot say, but as few 
meo are ever detored from taking their fill of 
the exhilarating fluid because of the price 
one would naturally suppose tboro must be 
some sort of saving in the matter. 
However, 
It may be possible the quality of the liqaor is 
on a par with the price, and if so we should 
think a drink or two would be likely to craze 
the brain of any ordinary man. 


T e m p e ra n c e a t S lio k a n . 
Temperance matters are progressing finely 
In Shokan. 
There was a large meeting in the 
Reformed Church Wednesday n ight and sev­ 
eral addresses were made. 
Much interest was 
manifested in the cause by the people present, 
and when the pledge [was circulated a large 
number of new signatures were obtained. 
A 
committee was appointed to circulate the 
pledge throughout the town, while another com. 
mittoe was appointed with orders to obtain the 
names of all persons who sign petitions for 
licenses, and to have such names published in 
the county papers. 
The feeling in the com­ 
munity is strong in favor of the temperance 
cause. It is doubtful if more than one hotel will 
be able to obtain sufficient names to a peti­ 
tion to give them the right to have a license. 


Catching Shad With a Fly. 
Now that the shad are beginning to inhabit 
the waters of the Hudson we advise our en­ 
thusiastic amateur fishermen to try catching 
them with a fly, in the same manner in which 
brook trout are canght. 
We have a number 
of very ardent followers in the pursuit of gen­ 
tle Isaac Walton in our midst, aud as the 
sport of capturing a shad with a fly is said to 
far exceed that of landing the largest of brook 
trout, we expect the wood-fringed mountain 
brooks of Ulster and Delaware will bo sur­ 
passed for gamey fishing by tho broad bays 
and sunny reaches of the Hudson. 
We know of one fisherman who has ca3t his 
fly in .the lakes and streams which nestle and 
bubble among the Adirondacks, as well as in 
almost almost all the trout streams of the 
Kaatskills, who has had his heart fired with 
a desire to capture ashad with a fly from hear­ 
ing a description of the accomplishment of the 
feat from the lips of a medical gentleman of 
New York, who has canght all manner of fl3b, 
from the minnow of our fresh water streams 
to the tiger sharks of Panama Bay. 
Accord­ 
ing to the medical gentleman, Dr. Otis, above 
referred to, capturing shad with a fly is the 
most intensely exciting of all fishing.
